But 
send  them  immediately  after  the 
school  closes  —  not  six  or  more 
weeks  later. 

All  VBS’s  are  asked  to  mail  a 
postal  card  at  (he  close  of  the 
school  showing  the  enrollment  ami 
the  amount  of  the  offering.  These 
will  he  published  at  the  end  of  each 
mon lh.  Tlie  style  will  he  the  same 
as  the  Sunday  school  attendance 
which  now  appears  regularly  in 
the  Baptist  Record.
